"W e ’ve got these b------•’ num­ 
ber." he said, "and we know- how 
to do it. General MacArthur knows 
how, the N avy knows how, the 
soldiers know how' and the air 
forces know how*. W e’re going to 
walk down the Ginza before too 
long because we've got their num­ 
ber!” 
The establishment of headquar­ 
ters for Admiral Turner's amphib­ 
ious force and for the commander 
of Pacific amphibious troops on 
Saipan, puts the American spring­ 
board closer to Japan than Miami 
is to Boston.
